| THE STOCKADE IS BURNED. 


Gov. Buchanan Calls for a Large 
Posse at Once, 


KENTUCKIANS REINFORCE MEN, 


Nasuvir1n, Tenn., Aug. 17.—[Special.]— 

Eighteen hundred miners assembled at Oli- 
ver Springs this mofnimg, compelled the sol- 
diers and guards at the prison stockade to sur- 
render, captured the stockade, burned it, and 
forced the troops to conduct the prisoners to 
Clinton for transportation to Nashville. The 
guards at Oliver Springs had repulsed several 
hundred men in the early morning. How- 
ever, the opposing forces were eo large that, 
believing surrender was preferable to almost 
certain annihilation, the fifteen guards and 
twenty-eight soldiers decided upon a surren- 
der. 
CO Having expelled the convicts and their pro- 
tectors at this place the miners, who were 
strongly reinforced today, expressed their in- 
tention t make an attack upon Coal Creek, 
where ngarly 200 convicts are in the stockade 
guarded by probably 125 men and forty 
guards under the command of Col. An- 
derson. That the attack will take 
place tonight appears more than likely, as the 
blood of the miners is up and they want to 
drive from the stockade the men whose pres- 
ence there has led to so much bitter feeling. 

_ How the Men Were Taken. 
The surrender to the mmers at Olivia 
Springs this morning took place at 7 o’clock. 
A few minutes before that hour Dr. Shelton 
of Olivia Springs, who 1s the prison physi- 
cian, was sent by the miners to Warden Far- 
ris, who had charge of the stockade. Dr. 
Shelton told the Warden that there were 2,000 
miners armed with Winchesters and dynamite 
surrounding the stockade, and all would be 
killed at once unless they surrendered. War- 
‘den Farris at once said he would sur- 
render, showing the greatest fear. 
Maj. Chandler, with the twenty-seven 
men, National Guards State of Tennessee, re- 
fused to surrender. He said that his men had 
come to protect the property and convicts and 
they would not surrender. Farris ordered his 
guard of eighteen men to march out to the 
convicts two by two and surrender to the 
miners, 

No protest of Maj. Chandler’s had any ef- 
fect and the convicts were marched out and 
the blockhouse doors left open. The troops 
were thus left at the mercy of a 
mob if one should come. They were 
on the regular morning inspection at 
the time. They had, all told, only 500 
rounds of ammuition, so they marched out 
after the convicts and guards. For a mile 
after leaving the stockade not a soul was 
seen. They then came upon from fifty to 
seventy-five miners, who fell upon them and 
demanded their arms. The militiamen sur- 
rendered their arms, save a telegrah operator 


and Maj. Chandler; they refused to surrender 
and made their escape and joined the Chatta- 


nooga companies at Harriman about noon. 


These companies had never been able to get 
to Oliver Springs, as the trianmen refused to 


take them. 
Convicts Marched Down the Hill. 


The convicts were marched on down under 


the guards who were given back their guns, 


a station near Oliver Springs. Here the 


entire number, ninety-seven mien, were 
placed on cars, and they with the guards and 
miners started to Knoxville. They reached 
Clinton about 11 a. m. 


ured last night to take them to Coal Creek, 
ten miles north. The convicts were kept there 
for some time and then taken to 
Knoxville, They arrived at 3 p. m., 
and soon after were transferred from 
the coaches to the jail where they 
were given supper. This was their first meal 
Since dinner yesterday. Tonight they are held 
here awaiting the orders of the Governor. It 
is expected that they will be taken to Nash. 
ville in a few hours. 
Militiamen Make Complaints. 

At 8 o’ciock tonight the company of militia 
reached Knoxville. After they were disarmed 
this morning by the miners they were told to 
skip out. They reached a railroad station 
where they remained until this afternoon. 
The complain bitterly of their treatment by 
the miners. They were robbed of their 
‘money, watches, arms, and whatever 
else they had. They also denounced Warden 
. Farris for surrendering. They all agree that 
it he had fought not a gun would have been 
fired. No miner was in shooting distance of 
the camp when they came out. They also say, 
as do the guards, that the total number of 
miners did not exceed 700 to 900. The guards 
now say they made a serious mistake in sur- 
rendering. This conclusion seems correct, for 
the miners with their overpowering numbers 
did not dare to attack the little handful last 


The miners who left Clinton about 11 a. m. 
went to Coal Creek, where 200 or 300 more 
had assembled, increasing the total to some- 
thing like 1,000. men. When they got there 
they found a reporter by the name of Pank- 
lin, who represented the Nashville Banner. 
They took him prisoner and kept him until 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, when they sent him 
back to Knoxville under pain of death if he

To Abrogate the Leases. 

At a meeting of the Board of Prison In- 
spectors this afternoon the attorneys repre- 
senting the State of Tennessee submitted an 
opinion on the right of the Inspectors to 
abrogate the lease contract. The attorneys 
say that in view of the continuing defaults of 
the lessees in the payments of money due from 
it, and for which it is liable under the 
lease contract, and the consequent rapid ac- 
cumulation of a large indebtedness from the 
lessees to the State on account of the lease, 
amounting to $100,000, the board would be au- 
thorized to demand of the lessees, as under 
the contract they have a right to do, that it 
strengthen its bond, and especially since one 
of the original sureties on the bond has died 
insolvent, and others have become and are 
now insolvent. 

The attorneys say that upon the refusal of 
the lessess to comply with demand 
within 22 days, the board would be 
fully authorized by the terms of the 
contract to declare the same forfeited. . The 
attorneys say further that the 12th section 
of the act of 1889, under which the lease was 
made provides in substance that upon failure 
of the lessee to comply with the provisions of 


| said act, or the lease after twenty days’ notice 


from the Superintendent and Board of Inspect- 
ors, the Governor and board may declare 
the lease at.an end, and at the expiration of 
twenty days, due notice having been given to 


the lessee for that period, the Governor and 


Board of Inspectors may reénter and 
take possession of the peniteniiary and the 
custody and control of the convicts and release 
the same as in said act provided for the un- 
expired term of the original lease, and that 
for any loss or damage the State may sustain 
because .of such failure on the part of the 
lessee a recovery may be had on the bond of 
the leasee. 


When the Lessees Are Wrong. 

They say, in conclusion, that if it is true, as 
they have been informed, that the lessee has 
failed and refused to pay sufficient guards 
for the safe keeping of the ¢onvicts, if 
it has failed and refused to pay expenses of a 

ing and returning escaped prisonerf, to 
provide for housing, lodging, and feeding 
them, refused to pay expenses of arresting and 
returning escaped convicts, or failed to com- 
ply with any other substantial requirements 
of the law. The attorneys are of the 
opinion that the board upon giving the no- 
tice required and upon its continued non-com- 
plignce fer thirty days for the lessees declare 
the lease forfeited upon the above stated 
grounds.. After the receipts of the opinion 
and a full consideration of the matter, 
the board notified the lessees that the terms 
of the lease must be complied with them. 
Viee-President Baxter of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and railroad company sent Gov. 
Buchanan last evening regarding the return of 


the convicts releaeed at Tracy City said: 


What the company has done and that it 
has done is to refuse to maintain the convicts 
and support.them at Nashville. It has for 
many years past maintained them 
and supported them at Tracy City, 
where it worked them. It has never 
at any time refused to maintain 
them and support them at Traey City. nor 
has it at any time refused to comply with any 
and every condition of the contract between 
it and the State. The company has faithfully, 
honestly, and diligently codperated in each 
and every effort to sustain the contract and 
maintain the lease. 


PILLAGED THE LESSEE’S STORE. 


Miners Go to Extremes—Kentucky Men 
Join Them to Fight the Militia. 
Kynoxviriz, Tenn., Aug. 17.—([Special. |— 
The lessee’s store at Oliver’s was pillaged and 
the stockades were burned. Tonight a squad 
of miners came in on the Knoxville, Cumber- 
land Gap and Louisville railroad from Mid- 
dlesboro, Ky. They are en route to Coal 
Creek, where, they say, they will join their 
fellow-miners and help wipe out the militia. 
The Governor today ordered the Sheriff of 
this county to summon a posse of 500 men to 
go to Coal Creek. Those summoned were 
leading citizens and they assembled at the 
court house at 2 o’clock. There were no guns 
or ammunition for them, so they were told to 
disperse and assemble at the ringmmg of the 
court house bell. The Sheriff has called on 
the Guvernor for instructions, but had re- 
ceived none up to 8:30 p. m. It is a remarka- 
dle fact that a large majority of the men called

at 5:45 as the sun was losing its glare. Budd 
Doble had edged up the great mare by two 
exercising miles, with sharp bits in them, 
during the regular racing. Hitched to a sixty- 
two and one- pound bicycle sulky of 
Yankee make Natey came out looking fit to 
go her best. With her, as a stimulator on 


NANCY HANKS, 2:071¢, 
the end, was Frank Starr in a sulky behind 
the old runner Abe Lincoln, given to Budd 
Doble by Adam Forepaugh years ago. 

There was a historical suggestion in the 
horse named after America’s greatest man, 
and the mare named after his mother by 
Hart Boswell, the sturdy old Kentucky Re- 
publican, who still owns Nancy Lee, the 
mare’s dam, raised Nancy Hanks, and sold 
her last fall for $45,000 to Mr. Forbes. Doble 
took Nancy well up the stretch, and scoring 
fast and steady se got the word on 
the first trip down, A thousand watches 
timed the trip. Close to the pole she rounded

Long before the 
judges could tell the time it was all over the 
grounds, and the crowd was doing all 
sorts of silly things. When Presiding Judge 
Lams announced the time cheers shook the 
stands and lasted long enough to give three as 
a portion to Nancy Hanks, Budd Doble, and 
the track they had negotiated so fast. Budd 
himself was called to the stand and stammered 
his pleasure. He was cheered as if he had 
made a telling speech instead of a drive. 
Doble Talks About the Great Mile. 
Doble said, after he had weighed in at ex- 
actly 150 pounds, “Nancy was ready to go 


another fast mile after twenty minutes’ rest. 


She went game and true and I had to steady 
her but twice during the mile, 
backstretch and on the turns. She can go a 
faster mile. though the track today was as 
fast as I could wish.“ 

Nancy’s mile displaced ali trotting records. 
Sunol held the crown by her mile over the new 
kite track at Stockton, Cal,,Oct.20 last, in 2:08. 
Sunol beat Maud 3S.’s famous mile on the oval 
track of the Cleveland Driving Park company 
at Glenville, near Cleveland, O., which had 
stood since July 30, 1885. After Maud S. had 
made her record the Cleveland officials caused 
a gilded horseshoe to be put over the main en- 
trance to the track. On it was inscribed 
Maud S., 2084. Before the time of Nancy 
Hanks’ mile was announced, Frank S. Gor- 
ton of the Northwestern Breeders’ Associa- 
tion wired President Edwards of the Cleve. 
land Driving Park company: 

Nancy Hanks, 20744. Take down that shoe. 

President George Henry Wheeler of the 
Washington Park club fired this at Mr. Ed- 
wards: 

Have missed you. Nancy Hanks trotted our 
track in 2:07'4. Send on your horseshoe. 

The ring did some betting on the trip. In 
the auctions it was $100 to $60 that Nancy 
would not beat time. White Hat McCarthy 
bought two pools on the short end, supposing 
he was backing time, and was surprised when 
he found that he had won. 

The books laid the auction odds and lost a 
few hundred dollars on Nancy’s success. 

Nancy Hanks is à brown mare, 6 years old, 
by Happy Medium, dam Nancy Lee by Dic- 
tator. Hart Boswell of Lexington bred her, 
and still owns herdam and a full brother and 
sister to the mare. Nancy is only fifteen 
hands high, resembles Budd Doble’s former 
bread winner, Goldsmith Maid, in conforma- 
tion and is as steady and reliable as a clock. 
Her measured stride last season was 1914 feet. 

She was brought out by Ben Kenney, a 
young Kentuckian, who is now driving Marcus 
Daly’s trotters in Montana, and got a 4-year 
old record of 2:144¢. Last year Budd Doble 
gave her her n.ark of 2:09 at Richmond, and 
beat Allerton with ber in straight heats at 
Independence. 

Nancy’s Richmond quarters were in : 32; 
2311; 2: 324¢—2:09. 

Sunol’s kite-track record quarters were in 
33134; 32: 3:33; 31K — 2:08. 

Maud S.’s circular-track mile of 1885 was 
made by quarters as follows: 32%; :31%;

Nancy Hanks’ quarters yesterday were made

Provided, however, that before the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall pay to the World’s Columbian 
Exposition any part of the said 5,000,000 souvenir 
coins satisfactory evidence shall be furnished 
him showing that the sum of at least $10,000,000 
has been collected and disbursed. as required by 
said act. 

And provided, that the said World’s Columbian 
Exposition shall furnish a satisfactory guaranty 
to the Sécretary of the Treasury that any further 
sum actually necessary to complete the work of 
said Exposition to the opening thereof, has been 
or will be provided by said World’s Columbian 
Exposition; but nothing herein shall be so. con- 
strued as to delay or postpone the preparation of 
the souvenir coins hereinbefore provided for. 

„As I view this the Board of Directors ill 
be obligea to show they have expeuded 510, 
000,000, and indicate how they are going to 
raise the remaining amount necessary to open 
the Fair. This, according to our estimates, 
will be $8,000,000. This is the way I figure 
we shall meet the requirements: We have 
a subscribed capital stock of $10,500,000, The 
government has appropriated $2,500,000 more. 
That makes $13,000,000. In order to provide 
for the addititional $5,000,000 necessary to 
make, $18,000,000 we will have to have bonds 
underwritten to the amount of $5,000,000. 

The budget before the committee today 
estimated that an expenditure of a little over 
$18,000,000 would be necessary before the gates 
cf the Fair could be opened. This budget will

REGULARS TO PROTECT THE MAILS. 


Gen. Grant Says They Will Be Ordered Out 
if It Becomes Necessary, 

Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 17.—The Acting 
Superintendent of the Railway Mail Service 
has received a telegram from Supt. Pepper at 
Buffalo stating that train No. 11, the Chicago 
fast mail, was delayed half an hour this morn- 
ing in East Buffalo by the strikers. - 

Gen. Grant, who is acting as Secretary of 
War, said this afternoon that the War Depart- 
ment had no intormation whatever regarding 
the labor troubles in New York and Tennes- 
see beyond what is furnished by the press dis- 
patches, and that he had no reason to appre- 
hend a call for Feaeral interference in either 
case. New York in particular had a splendid 
militia organization fully competent, in- his 
opinion, to deal with the present situation, 
and he would be very much a if the 
aid of the government were invoked. In such 
an event, however, there would be immediate- 
ly obtainable two companies of infantry at 

uffalo, three companies of infantry at Ni- 
agara, and the entire Ninth Regiment at Sack- 
ett’s Harbor at the foot of Lake Ontario. 

Gen. Grant said that while the authorities 
of Tennessee were not so well prepared as 
those of New York to quell local disturbances, 
he felt confident that Gov.

a Pipe in Fiat E, Cobden Fiats, Appears 

. To Have Become Clogged—The Mother 

Receives Burns and the Daughter Is 

Knocked Down—The Trouble Over Baby 

Davis“ Photograph Culminates in Pho- 

tographer Young Being Shot—The 
“Midnight Closing” to Be Enforced. 


A gas stove exploded at Fiat E on the sec. 
ond floor of the Cobden Flats, North Clark 
and Belden avenue, yesterday noon, 
_ injuring Mrs. A. C. Fallean and her daughter, 
Miss Mary Fallean. Mrs. Faliean was broil- 
ing steuk for dinner over the range. The gas 
had been burning about half an hour. Miss 
Fallean was standing a few feet away 
from the stove assisti her mother. 
Suddenly fifteen feet of three-inch pipe lead- 
ing from the stove to the chimney burst into 
a thousand pieces, The fragments were im- 
bedded in the arms aud hands of Mrs. Fal- 
lean. Flames burst from the stove in every 
direction. Mrs. Fallean was burned about 
the face, neck, hands and arms. With pres- 
ence of mind she smothered the fire that had 
taken hold of her hair. Her eyebrows and 
eyelashes were burned off and it is feared she 
may lose her eyesight. She was nearly par- 
alyzed by the force of the explosion. It is 
t that her spine was injured. 

Miss Mary Fallean was knocked down and 
remained unconscious for ten minutes. She 
was burned avout the neck in several places. 

Gas escaped and filled the room. The two 
women would have suffocated had not the 
neighbors rushed in on ne the explosion. 
They say the sound could heard several 
blocks away. People on aoe cable cars heard 
the explosion and scores of persons hurried 
to the rooms to see what had happe ned. 

Investigation showed that the pipe was filled 
with a scaly substance which oa evidently 
been along time collecting. It is thought 
that this substance had shut off the draft, 
alluwing that portion of the pipe near the 
stove to fill with gas, which became heatea, 
causing the explosion. 

There are twenty-tive or thirty ranges hke 
— which exploded in use in the Cobden 


Mrs. Fa llean said: 

“For a long time we have observed a 
cracking noise in the pipe and an iron — * 
sediment has aioe from the joints. We 
have notified the janitor several times that we 
did not consider the stove safe, but nothing 
was done by William Grace, who owns the 
flats. We shall begin proceedings against 
Mr. Grace for damages.”’

June 26 he 
rode in great style to the residence 
of W. H. McKintock at No. 3218 Michigan 
avenue, boldly entered the house, and, after 
taking all the jewelry he could find, walked 
out, and, mounting, rode away. He was ar- 
rested afew days later and indicted by the 
grand jury, but released or bail. 

Two hours after Officers Londeck and Ly- 
man brought Coogan to the Stanton Avenue 
Station Lieut. Bengley, who was — his 
cell, looked in and saw the inmate hanging by 
the neck from the bar which extends along 
over the cell bunk.

ALARM FELT AT HOMESTEAD,

| LEGE. 


When Dr. Macune organized his oath- bound 
„ Gideon’s Band be did not leave its mem- 


bers in ignorance of the work they were to 
perform.

What institution is there in the United 
Alliance people to

come ‘so powerful that ordinary American 
methods of dealing with it are useless and a 


secret oath- bound band of Gideonites has to 


The Gideonites 
will say first and foremost, “The railroads.“ 
None of them constitute a monopoly, because 
wherever a railroad line is laid down and 
proves profitable it is speedily paralleled, 


sometimes by half adozen competing rail- 


ways. The number of individual railway 
monopolists is too large for & monopoly, for 
there are at least a million owners of rail- 
road stocks in this country, and there are also 
as many owners of the bonds of these roads, 
which are a sort of preferred stock, pay- 

a fixed instead of an uncertain 
dividend. These monopolists. however, 
are not overly anxious to hold on to their 
shares in the monopoly.“ Stocks and 


bonds are offered for sale and bought daily at 


their commercial value in vast quantities. 
Old monopolists” drop out. New ones 
come in by the thousand almost daily. Any 
member of Gideon bands who wishes to in- 
vade the camps of monopoly can do so with 
ease without taking oaths and learning grips 
and signs. All he has to do is to take a hun- 
dred dollars, or even less, buy a share of 
stock in a railroad ‘* monopoly,” and gain a 
knowledge of its weakness and vulnerabili- 
ty. He can also buy an interest in a steamer 
or sailing vessel if he thinks that water trans- 
portation is controlled by a monopoly.” 

Of what crimes have the railroads been 
guilty? What evils have they visited uon the 
country? The present wealth of the United 
States may be estimated roughly at sixty bill- 
ions of dollars. Of this amount twenty-five 
billions—a fair share on the basis of popula- 
tion—is owned by those farmers whom Dr. 
Macune describes as “‘the people who are in 
bondage. If the railroads were to disappear 
and the means of transportation were to be 
what they were fifty years ago-—the river 
steamer and the ox and mule team the value 
of that farming property would shrink toa 
quarter of this sum in a very few years.. The 
farmer who was 100 or 200 miles from a 
market would have to pay all his crops were 
worth to team them there. Without rail- 
roads the conditions of living would be what 
they were half a century ago when no rail- 
roads existed. The owner of a Western farm 
would have little to wear except what he made 
himself, and his food would be chiefly hog 
and hominy washed down with rye coffee. 


The members of Gideon’s Bands will say 


perhaps that they are oppressed by the 
„monopoly of the manufacturers. But if 
any one proves profitable it quickly has com- 
petitors. None of them has an exclusive right 
to make and sell anything unless protected for 
a few years by a patent purchased from an in- 
ventor. Do Macune and Livingston pro- 
pose to repeal all patent laws on the ground 
that they foster *‘ greedy monopolies and thus 
put an end to American inventions? The 
Gideon oath does not state. 

But Dr. Macune or any of his followers can 
start a manufactory, factory, or shop tomor- 
row, if they choose to take the risk of losing 
their money. Or, as most manufacturing is 
done by joint stock companies, they can buy an 
interest in one of them. A little cash is the 
“open sesame of that monopoly,” as of 
the railroad one. What harm, however, have 
the manufacturers done the.‘ oppressed ”’ 
Gideonites? During the last fifty or sixty 
years they have reduced—by the aid of ma- 
chinery and other inventions—the price of 
the articles most used by the farmers from a 
half to three-quarters. During the same 
period the price of nearly all the products of 
the farmer has about doubled, so that he can 
buy from four to eight times as much goods 
and wares with the crops from an acre as bis 
grandfather could in 1840, 

The .Macuneites may say next that the 
„money power“ is another awful monopoly 
which is * crushing them to the earth” and 
they demand the abolition of all banks, and 
bankers, and money-lenders, Nothing is 
easier, however, than to start a bank. Ser- 
eral men, each of whom has a little money, 
can organize a bank and loan out at the com- 
mercial rate the funds they have and part of 
those which may be deposited with them. 
There are millions of stockholders and de- 
positors in savings, State, and other banks 
in the United States. It would be an insult 
to common sense to call them monopo- 
lists, because they have no exclusive control 
of the business. One of the chief functions of 
a bank is to bring together the.man who has 
money to lend and the one who wants 
to borrow good money and is will- 
ing to give security for its repay- 
ment. If there were more banks at the 
South and more honest borrowers there that 
section would be more prosperous. At the 
North the rate of interest has been lowered

tive in formally organiging for the purpose of 
systematically improving their roads. The 
conventions held this week at Des Momes and 
Chillicothe show that a pretty general interest 
ig taken in the subject, and that it is well 
understood the proposed reform cannot be 
carried out otherwise than by a considerable 
pecuniary wutlay, but that the work will be 
well worth all it costs. The speakers at the 
Iowa convention have emphasized the neces- 
sity of a radical change. One of them assert- 
ed that bad roads damaged the creamery and 
cheese interest of his State this year so much 
as to reducethe profit of the farmer 20 per 
cent, and defined a good road as one that en- 
ables the farmer to market his produce when 
prices are most favorable. Another showed 
how freedom of social intercourse over good 
roads improves the individual and the com- 
munity, helps to enliven social life, and there- 
by “‘ arrests the regrettable tendency of many 
people to rush to the cities.” 
that if life was made bright on the farm there 
would be fewer mates of insane asylums, 
which doubtless is true. The-plan proposed 
for lowa is that six roads be cunstructed to 
run north and south and six to run east and 
west in each county, the estimated average 
cost of which is to be $1,500 per mile. This 
will bring every farmer within moderate dis- 
tance of a road, and will admit of intermedi- 
ate thoroughfares being subsequently con- 
structed if required.

A REcENT census bulletin shows that in 1890 
the United States contained 95,280 females for 
every 100,000 males. In 1880 the proportion 
of females was 98,544, and ten years earlier 
97,801. It thus appears that the excess of 
males over females is steadily increasing by 
reason of the larger per cent of males among 
the immigrants than of females, The females 
exceed the males by more than 5 per cent in 
the District of Columbia, Massachusetts, and 
Rhode Island. In North Dakota the propor- 
tion is nearly as five males to four females, and 
in Montana the ratio is nearly two to one. The 
number of foreign born to each 100,000 native 
born was 17,330 in 1890, against 15,365 in 1880, 
and 16,875 in 1870. The proportion two years 
ago was greatest in North Dakota, being 
there 80,449 foreign born per 100,000 natives, 
and Minnesota comes next with 56,006, while 
Alabama, Mississippi, Georgia, South Caro- 
lina, and North Carolina have each less than 
1,000 per 100,000, the proportion of the last 
named bemg only 229, or less than a quarter 
of 1 per cent. The figures for Illinois are 
28,229; Michigan, 85,089; and Wisconsin, 
44.464.

The Massachusetts Senate Committee Could 
Not Make Him Talk—New Indic! m nuts. 
Boston, Mass., Aug. 17.—|Speciai.|—The 

sensation came in the Maverick Bank hearing 
at 1 p. m. yesterday, when Asa P. Potter re- 
fused to testify to the committee, It was with 
the customary dignified Jack of haste that tne 
Senate committee ‘commenced its labors this 
morning. When Mr. Potter was called Law- 
yer Howe arose and said that as Mr. Potter’s 
counsel he should advise his client not to take 
the stand. He took the ground that by the 
Constitution, as interpreted by the Supreme 
Court, this was interfering with private busi- 
ness, and that Mr. Potter could not be obliged 
to testify against himself. Senator Chandler 
announced that the committee would take the 
refusal under consideration, and the hearing 
was adjourned until tomorrow morning. 

Four indictments were today reported 
against Asa P. Potter, Jonas P. French, and 
Thomas Dana, ex-Maverick National Bank 
officials. The grand jury today reported be- 
fore Justice Putnam in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. French was admitted to bail in 
$10,000, John Stetson going his surety. Dana 
has not yet been arrested or admitted to bail. 
This is in accordance with an arrangement be- 
tween his counsel and United States District 
Attorney Alien.

In disposing of the habeas corpus cases 
brought in behalf of John Murray, a book- 
maker, and F. W. Webber, a ticket seller, at 
the Garfield race track. Judge McConnell yes- 
terday decided that the Kenny ordinance un- 
der which Murray was arrested was void, and 
that Webber had violated the law by running 
a place of amusement without a license. Mur- 
ray was discharged and Webber was re- 
manded. 

“In connection with the first writ, involv- 
ing the Kenny ordinance,”” began the Judge, 
many questions were discussed, but prelim- 
inary to them all is the question whether the 
ordinance was duly published and ever be- 
came effective. 
this case that there was never a publication of 
this ordinance in any newspaper and that the 
only publication was ina pamphlet contain- 
ing the proceedings of the City Council. The 
Legislature wisely considered that penal 
ordinances should be published in some form 
so as to give the community notice 
thereof, and therefore made provision 
for a publication in a newspaper, The re- 
quirement of the statute is that all ordinances 


shall be published, ana the pamphlet itself is. 


notz in any way a publication of the City 
Council. It sesms to contain the proceedings 
of the City Council, but by whose authority 
does not appear. It was simply for the use of 
its members. As this ordinance was not pub- 
lished, as required by law, it fails, and the 
petitioner cannot be held under it and he is

Referring to the amusement license ordi- 
nan-ve the court said: 

** Apparently tins ordinance is fully author- 
ized, unless in contravention of other valid 
legislation of the State. Counsel for the peti- 
tioner, however, contended that when the Gen-

It may have had 
some application which I have not discovered, 
but I must say that Lean by no means, and 
notwithstanding the cases cited, agree with 
this construction of the statute of 1887. It 
may just as well be argued, and I am inclined 
to think much more p ausibly, that the legis- 
lative intention was to leave the matter of 
bookmaking and pool selling within fair and 
race-track inclosures to the laws then existing 
and to additional or subsequent legislation. 

I have already suggested that I thought 
these Powers were ample to support the crdi- 
nance of which a violation has been claimed.

It Wins a Valuable Trophy by Its Drill at 
Denver—The Prize Is Silver, Valued at 
$600, and Weighs Forty-two Pounds— 
Royal Treatment Recelved by the Or- 
ganization—It Marches to its Hall and 
Cheers the Thirteenth Hamilton Band 
of Canada, Which Accompanied It. 

In all Chieago yesterday there was not a 
happier or prouder lot of people than the 
members of St. Bernard Commandery No. 35, 
who returned from the conclave of Knights 
Templar at Denver, at 5:45 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, over the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul road.

The body of George Wittig. whose life 
was lost last Sunday at Tower Hill, Wis., in 
an effort to save life of Miss Edith Lacker- 
steen, who was drawned, and of Miss Ger- 
trude Longenecker, “ee was rescued, was 
found last night. . 

It had been carried six miles below the 
point where the brave but unfortunate young 
inan sank. It was last night that the 
remains would be brought to this city at once 
and forwarded to Terre Haute, Ind., the home 
of the young man’s parents, for burial. 

Between thirty and forty men used 
every means in their power and every device 


known in the effort. The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd 


Jones, whose son Richard was one of the res- 


cuers of Miss Longenecker, personally as 
sisted in the search, ‘James H. Walker, the } : 


head of the firm of James H. Walker & Co., 
in whose employ Mr. Wittig was as traveling 
salesman in Wisconsin, ordered that noth- 
ing be left undone to find the body if money 
and men could do it. The river was dragged 
for a long distance and dynamite was 
used in the hope that the agitation of the wa- 
ters by the explosion would cause the remains 
to rise to the surface of the stream. 

Mr. Wittig had gone to Tower Hill to spend 
Sunday with the family of C. D. Beale at his 
cottage, he being such an intimate friend that 
he was considered almost one of the family. 
Mise Evelyn Beale gave to Tux Tinu yes- 
terday the first authentic account of his 
drowning, and it is somewhat different from 
the stories told heretofore, She said: 

„Mr. Wittig arrived at Tower Hill Satur- 
day night. After passing an enjoyable day 
with us he started for a walk with my brother 
William and myself. We went to the river, 
where we watched the bathers. Suddenly the 
cries of Miss Lackersteen startled us. She 
was seen to struggle a moment in the water 
and then sink. My brother, who is only 16 
years old, threw off hia coat and sprang into 
the water. Mr. Wittig. without a moment’s 
hesitation, followed, but instead of removing 
his coat buttoned it up around him. 

“They were unable to find Miss Lacker- 
steen, who did not rise to the surface again, 
and turned to the aid of Miss Longenecker, 
who had fallen into the power of the current 
almost immediately after Miss Lackersteen 
sank, They had almost reached her side when 
the current swept them away. My brother, 
knowing the character of the river and that 
there was a sand-bar just below, did not at- 
— to swim ashore, but floated and landed 
safely on the bar. 

In the meantime I had secured a boat and 
was letting it drift dowa in the shallow water, 
expecting to meet my brother and Mr. Wittig 
with Miss Longenecker and take them aboard. 
When I reached the sand-bar where Willie 
was Mr. Wittig was discovered to be missing. 
He had not been seen since the current had 
seized him. 

The river at the point where the drowning 
occurred has a peculiar formation. The bath- 
ing place is along the east bank. There the 
water is slow an ow. A sandbar 
separates it from the sfrong, swift current 
and the deep channel along the west bank. 
Only the most expert swim mers have ventured 
into the current, swimming with it to tne sec- 
ond sandbar, to which my brother floated. 
Miss Lackersteen and Miss Longenecker,after 
bathing in the shallow water, crossed the sand- 
bar ahd waded into the current. The bed of 
the river there — gradually for a few feet 
and then sinks suddenly to a depth of ten or 


twelve feet. They had taken but two or three | 


steps when they were noticed and warning 
cries were uttered, but it was too late. The 
next step took Miss Lackersteen into the swift 
water beyond her depth and Miss Longeneck- 
er followed. 

Miss Beale returned to her home on Oglesby 
avenue, South Park, last night. The family 
is almost prostrated with grief over the death 
of Mr. Wittig. C. D. Beale Jr. and William 
Beale are at Tower Hill where they assisted in 
the search for the remains. C. D. Beale Sr. is 
agent for J. & P. Coats, Scotland, at Nos. 188 
and 185 Fifth avenue.

THEY HAVE CHANGED THEIR BIDS. 


Remarkable Fluctuation in Proposed Prices 
for Burning Garbage—Lowest Bid. 

The matter of the awarding of contracts for 
garbage crematories is ncw engrossing the at 
tention of the officials of the Health Depart- 
ment. The bids were formally opened in the 
Mayor’s office Tuesday afternoon, and it was 
found that seven firms had submitted esti- 
mates on the cost of construction of the fur- 
naces and the rate per ton for which garbage 
could be burned. Several of these firms pre- 
sented bids to Commissioner of Health Ware 
at the time the cremation of garbage was agi- 
tated by the department last spring, and it 
seems that after six months’ deliberation they 
have decided to reduce their bids. The 
Chicago Crematory company last spring 
put in a bid at $1 per ton, and now agrees to 
do the work for 85 cents a ton. The Rider 
Garbage Furnace company has also come 
down to the same figure. On the other hand 
the Cline company, which wanted 20 cents per 
ton for the work in the spring, has raised its 
bids to 50 cents. 

The fluctuations have been a source of in- 
terest to Commissioner Ware, who does not 
see why there should be so great a change, 
‘The lowest bidders for the work are C. W. 
Doughty & Co., who agree to burn 166 tons of 
garbage in twenty-four hours for 25 cents a

18 UNABLE TO AGREE. 


RAINAGE . SPLIT ON THE 
SIZE OF THE BIG DITCH. 


Report of the Joint Committee on Engi- 
neering and Finance Favors a Channel 
Between Summit and Willow Springs 
of 600,000 Cuble Feet Capacity—It Is 
Not Adopted and Bids for 300,000 Feet 
and 600,000 Feet Canals Will Be Ad- 
vertised For at the Same Time. 

There was a split in the Drainage Board 
combination at yesterday’s meeting in the 
Kialto Building, and Mr. Cooley’s project for 
a 600,000 cubic feet channel between Summit 
and Willow Springs was defeated for the time 
being. Mr. Eckhart led the fight against the 
project and was supported by Mr. Boldea- 
weck. Engineer Williams, who suddenly 
came to the conclusion that the 600, 000 feet 
channel is a necessity, was severely handled 
by both Mr. Eckhart and Mr. Boldenweck. 
With the assistance of Mr. Cooley he tried to 
make adefense. Altpeter and Russell, who 


are profoundly ignorant of everything con- 


nected with the real nezeesities of the Drain- 
age District, also tried to defend Mr. Wiill- 
iams, but were only laughed at. The report 
recominending the 600,000 feet channel was 
signed by Cooley, Altpeter, and Russeli. Its 
adoption was supported by the two and by 
Chairman Wenter. Bolden wedk, Eckhart, 
und Prendergast voted against it. The report 
not receiving a majority of the votes of the 
board was lost. Chairman Wenter thereupon 
took the floor and moved that the clerk in 
connection with the engineer advertise for the 
cutting of a $300,000 feet channel and a 600,000 
feet channel at the same time so that the 
board could compare the cost and act accord- 
ingly. This was agreed to unanimously. Mr. 
Eck remarking, **There will be such a 
startling difference in the prices that when 
the ‘bids are in the channel of $00,000 cubie 
feet cannot be thought of. 


“Reasons for the Larger Channel, 


The matter first came up on a final report 
from the joint Committee on Engin eering 
and Finance in regard to the capacity of the 
six miles of channel between Summit and 
Willow Springs. report sets forth in de- 
tail the reasons for the larger chaunel sub- 
stantially as they were set forth in the report 
of Chief Engineer Williams made to the 
board at its last session, It says: 

The same constructive and financial reasons as 
obtain for the fourteen miles between Willow 
Springs and Lockport dictate a large channel 
through this eix mileé—viz.: that the work can 
now be done cheaper and better and the cost of 
future enlargement will always be greater than 
the amount of the present extra cost and accrued 
interest, and that another and a sufficient reason 
presen itself in the marvelous growth of the 
city 

The provisions of the law are then recited, 
which seemed to the committee to make the 
larger channel imperative. The report says 
further: 

The extra cost, considering the larger amount 
of material to be excavated and the element of 
tixed charge which 8 contract, will 
probably be less th 000,000. The total cost of 
this reach, including 1 correction, right of 
way, structures, and contingencies will probable 
be inside of $4,500,000, so the sav on the basis 
of a channel of half the capacity will be less than 
25 per cent. Again, the entire cost, including the

TO ARM THE MONTEREY, 


Ordnance and Stores Soon to Be Forwarded 
to Califernia. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 17.—Preparations 
are being made at the navy yard iu this city 
for shipment of the ordnance outfit of the 
coast defense vessel Monterey across the con- 
tinent to San Francisco. This will be the 
largest single shipment of ordnance material 
ever made in this country and will require a 
complete train of cars to carry it. During 
the Chilean controversy, when it was thought 
the Monterey would be needed for service 
against the Chilean navy one of the two 
twelve-inch guns to be mounted in the 
forward turret was shipped and 8 


were made for carrying the rest of 


battery along as rapidly as possible. Since 
then all the guns and mounts have been com- 
pleted. The second of the twelve-inch guns 
will be shipped on the special car built by the 
Pennsylvania railroad company expressly for 
carrying heavy guns for the navy. The two 
ten-inch guns for the after turret will be load- 
ed on two extra-strong flat cars. Still other 
cars will be tilled with the hydraulic mounts 
for the heavy guns, the smaller guns, and all 
sorts of ordnance stores and supplies, making 
up a complete train, that will run through 
from Washington to San Francisco without 
being broken. All the cars are equip with 
air brakes, and it is expected little time will 
be lost on the trip. 


RENEGADE APACHES AT WORK. 


Gen. McCook Reports Kidd’s Band Seen 
Near Davenport's Ranch, in New Mexico. 
Wasuinerton, D. C., Aug. 17.—Acting Secre- 

tary of War Grant received a telegram this
